proached the hedge three men sprang 
upon him, pinioned his arms and (hen 
one of teh irio pushed (he muzule of a 
revolver into his- face anil directed him 
to make no outcry; In the meantime 
the 
collie's barks had aroused the 


household, however, and when lights 
began to fl.vsh In the windows the rob- 
bers became frightened and 
releasing 


their 
prisoner 
ran 
down beside the 


hedge toward the street. The moment 
he was released the watchman opened 
fire with two revolvers which he car- 
ried, and Ihc fleeing desperadoes turn- 
ing as they ran. sent back shot for 
shot. Just as the three men were about 
to turn through an opening hedge lead- 
ing to the road the watchman says one 
of them threw up his arms, sprang into 
the air and, fell

two men. were concerned in the mur- 
der of the unidentified woman whose 
half charred and acid scarred body was

Brooklyn, early Wednesday morning, 
was established yesterday by the po- 
lice. Philip O'Brien, a laborer of CH-een 
Point, saw a covered wagon drive to 
the dump at dawn Wednesday. 
Two 


men got out and lifted from tne wagon 
what the witness supposed to be an 
Old mattress. He. saw the men pile a 
heap of brush on the mattress, pour 
all over it and (hen set fire to the bun- 
dle. Believing the mattress was being 
destroyed 
becaues it was disease-in- 


fected, he did not go to the spol. 


There Is no doubt that the mattress 


was the one in which the body of the 
murdered woman was concealed. 


This important development has giv- 


en the police valuable aid for it also 
led to the discovery that the covered 
wagon was seen by several other per- 
sons and the police now have a minute 
description of the two men who were 
, In It. They were foreigners. 


Another startling feature of he case 


was disclosed when Coroner's Physi- 
clan Wust made a second autopsy OB 
the body. His first autopsy revealed a 
deep cut across the woman's throat 
and the second autopsy shows that (his 
cut was made either by a ^killed phy- 
sician or a person who is an expert in 
surgery. 
The incision, says the coro- 


ner's physician, Is such as Is made in 
desperate cases of diphtheria where it 
is necessary to pierce the windpipe to 
prevent strangulation. Whether

wound caused death of not, Dr. Wursl 
Was unprepared to say. 


Besides the Incision In the woman's 


throat, the skull was fractured and the 
police believe that poison 
may also 


have been used to make the sure kill- 
ing of the victim. Failure to establish 
the identity of the victim is the real 
obstacle the police have to overcome In 
solving the mystery.

Brooklyn, <urly Wednesday morning, 
was eslablishert yesterday by the po- 
lice. Philip O'Brlcn, a, laborer of Green 
Point, saw a covered wagon drive to 
the dump at dawn Wednesday. Two 
men got out and lifted from me wagon 
what the 
witness supposed 10 be an 


old mattress. lie saw the men pile a 
heap of brush on the mattress, pour 
all over It and then set fire to the bun- 
dle. Believing the mattress was being 
destroyed 
becaues it was disease-in- 


fected, he did not go to the spot. 


There Is no doubt that the mattress 


was the one in which the body of the 
murdered woman was concealed. 


Thts Important development has Riv- 


en the police valuable aid for it also 
led to the discovery that the covered 
•wagon was seen by several other per- 
sons and the police now have a minute 
description of the two men who were 
1n It. They were foreigners.

.: the body. His first autopsy revealed a 


deep cut across the woman's throat 
and the second autopsy shows that this 
cut was marje either by a skilled phy- 
sician or a pei-Bon who is an expert in 
surgery, 
The Incision, say.s the coro- 


ner's physician, is such as is made In 
desperate cases of diphtheria where it 
is necessary to pierce the windpipe to 
prevent strangulation. Whether 
this 


wound caused death of not, Dr. Wurst 
>vas unprepared to sny. 


Besides the incision in the wonjnn's 


throat, the skull was fractured and the 
police believe that poison 
may 
also 


have been used to make the sure kill- 
ing of the victim. Failure to establish 
tho Identity of the victim Is the real 
obstacle the police have to overcome In 
solving the mystery.

for Mrs. Mamie Muskovitch and

Begins Work on Speech 


of Acceptance 


FA1RVIEW, Llpcoln, Neb., July 31.— 


The most Interesting piece of news to 
come from Fairview yesterday was a for- 
mal statement of Win. J. Bryan, in which 
he discussed the- platform of ttie In- 
dependence party, adopted at the conven- 
tion at Chicago, which adjourned Wed- 
nesday and pointed out that' It contains 
a number of planks identical with or sub- 
stantially similar to the planks of the 
democratic platform. 
He declared that 


the voter preferring the democratic plat- 
form to the republican platform and yet 
who joins with the Independence party 
merely assists [he republican party and 
thus defeats tho reforms In which he Is 
Interested.

NEW YORK, July 31.—Gossip has 


been in circulation in this city for sev- 
eral days to the effect "that George 0. 
:ortelypu, secretary of teh treasury,

Said to Have Fired at 


Hotel Coolies 


FORMER EQUITABLE 


LIFE MAN 


Is Reported in a New 


Escapade 


NEW YORK, July 31.-James Hazen 


Hyde again has come under the spot- 
light through an escapade in Pekln. 
which has mado'hlm as much talked of 
and written aboir in ihe Orient as he 
was here at the time of his rioted din- 
ners In this city and In Paris. His lat- 
est bid for notoriety, according to Orl 
cntal press reports Just received in this 
city, was in 
Pekln about June 15 


where he shot at two coolies in the Ho- 
tel des Wagin Lits, while they were 
engaged in cleaning the hotel. 


The Japan 
Advertiser of July 3 


which was received in this city yester- 
day, quotes the Chinese Public Opinion 
with regard 
to Mr. Hyde's actions 


while in Pekln as follows: 


"Our contemporary says that a" cer- 


tain Mr. Hyde, notorious, we believe, in 
connection with certain life Insurance 
company scandals, was the chief actor 
This individual, who Is reputedly 
plutocrat but apparently not a gentle- 
man, inflicted his presence upon Pekln 
He took up his quarters at tho Hotel 
dcs Wagon 
Lits and 
incidentally 


flashed around our city in a motor car. 
It would appear that this did not give 
him sufficient prominence, for In the 
hotel he found cause to flro a couple ol 
revolver shots at a couple of coolies 
who .were, carrying out their duties ol 
cleaning up the premises during 
the 


night. 


"His aim was apparently so poor as 


lo prove harmless to these individuals 
but the disturbance was the cause 01 
much annoyance to the other guests In 
the hotel. Apparently nothing has been 
done to punish him for his illegal dis- 
charge of the firearm. 
The Chinese 


authorities, we believe, made inquiries 
of the legation 
police regarding 
tho 


matter, but as far as we can ascertain 
these knew nothing of the atfalr. 


"This does not speak very highly of 


their efficiency, seeing that the matter 
was one of common gossip throughou 
the town. The undesirable and his at- 
taches have left and we presume tha1 
hero the affair terminates. Had he in- 
dulged his little humor in almost any 
other place than the legation quarter 0 
Pekin, he would, we fancy, have de 
parted to a prison cell instead of with 
freedom to display his ungentlcmanli 
ness elsewhere."

Pekin. His recent letters, they declare 
have not made any mention of the oc 
currence.
